Officials discuss Southridge Cres. work 

The Southridge Crescent road and sewer line reha- double the price of the work’ because it’s quite a big Mayor Brian Wittal said the way Southridge was 


hilitation will soon be underway, though the town 
may not be able to do all the work that residents had 
hoped, according to officials. 

The section of the crescent that was originally ten¬ 
dered for road, water and sewer line rehabilitation 
does not include the section that was dug up follow¬ 
ing the water main break that occurred in February, 
said Karen Henry , manager of planning and infra¬ 
structure for the town. 

“We’re trying to see whether we can get reasonable 
prices and use the funding we have identified for that 
project," Henry said in regards the extra work. 

“It may be that we put it in as a priority for next 
year, though we’re still looking at that to see,” she 
added. 

The additional work that she and residents would 
like to see done would substantially broaden the 
scope of work that was outlined when the original 
rehabilitation job was put out to tender earlier this 
year, she noted. 

“It’s a huge amount of work to add to an existing 
contract, so it’s difficult to just say ‘Here just do this, 


chunk of work to add to it,” she said. 

It is also questionable for a municipality to take a 
contract that has already been tendered and make 
such a large change to it, she said. 

“The funding available also has restrictions. So 
they need to make sure the work is acceptable to 
grant approvers. Then also take it all to council to 
see if that’s the priority for the town," she noted. 

“We do have some lines in town that are much, 
much older. Southridge was not the best quality 
original construction. The developers struggled, and 
for whatever reason we’ve been paying for the poor 
quality ever since." 

When asked if legal pursuit against the original 
developers is possible, she said that the project was 
completed so long ago that the town would likely pay 
more on lawyers than it would ever recover. 

“There’s so many reasons why their lawyers would 
say they don’t have to pay. It would be very hard 
to prove exactly what dollar figure they owe us. It 
should last a lot longer than this, but it’s very hind to 
pin people down," she said. 


built, there are likely going to be many more issues 
arising as time goes on and the original infrastruc¬ 
ture ages. 

“And when you’re talking about a 30-year-old area, 
you wouldn’t expect you’d be having to replace utili¬ 
ties after 30 years," said Wittal. 

Though it may sound simple that if contractors will 
be working on one section of road for rehabilitation, 
the town could just expand the contract to cover 
what was dug up during the water main break, he 
noted it’s harder Hum it sounds. 

“It seems to make sense that if you’re going to do 
it, do it all,” he said. “The problem is the tender was 
already specifically put out for just doing that one 
area with the sewer line, and the tender has already 
been awarded." 

The additional work, including the roadwork, is 
going to cost about as much as the original tender, he 
said. “You’re talking a few hundred thousand dollars, 
so you can’t just add that on to the original tender."

Following a delegation 
of Southridge Crescent 
residents who came to 
the May 28 town council 
meeting, Karen Henry, 
manager of planning and 
infrastructure, is looking 
into various options to 
address their concerns 
regarding drivers speed¬ 


ing through the crescent. 

Teresa Lounsbury, 
who led the delegation, 
brought up concerns 
that despite poor visibil¬ 
ity, tight driving lanes, 
and children at play, 
many drivers speed 
through the crescent, 
which prompted her to 
collect signatures on a 
petition to designate a 
playground zone in the 
crescent. 

Henry said though a 
playground zone des¬ 
ignation could remedy 
the problem, there are 
a number of other solu¬ 
tions that could also help 
resolve the issue.

He noted there are 
rules as to how ten¬ 
ders can be put out by 
municipalities, and the 
town needs to follow 
them. 

“And you can’t just 
put a tender together 
in two days and then 
throw it out," he said. 

“You’ve got engineer¬ 
ing and all kinds of 
other things that have 
to be done. So we’re 
looking at how is it we 
can try to manage this 
whole situation.” 


He said the town is 
exploring options now 
to see what they can 
do, but until they know 
whether the water main 
patches are holding, 
they can’t really deter¬ 
mine what the go-for¬ 
ward strategy should 
be. 

“I’d love to be able 
to start at one end of 
Southridge and just go 
all the way around and 
finish it if the whole 
area needs it, but we 
can’t spend that much 
money on 30-year-old 
infrastructure. We’ve 
got 80-year-old infra¬ 
structure that needs 
replacement as well, so 


we have to prioritize." 

Though officials are 
uncertain as to what 
course of action will be 
taken, he said the prob¬ 
lem is on the table and 
officials are going to be 
looking into it in earnest 
to see what can be done 
to remedy the situation. 

He noted timing on 
tendering is also a key 
factor, because when 
tenders go out early in 
the year, contractors 
will tend to bid lower on 
them, whereas later in 
the season, they already 
have work lined up and 
will bid higher because 
they can afford to lose 
the possible contract.

Criminals 
should pay 
the price 


~ BEING A SINGLE ^ 
MOM POES HAVE CERTAIN 
v ADVANTAGES... ^ 
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Criminal activities cost Alberta communities and 
their law-abiding citizens millions of dollars every 
year. Whether it’s theft during break and enters, 
frauds through bogus cheque writing, drug traffick¬ 
ing, or outright robberies, the heavy cost of crime is, 
sadly, a part of everyday life. 

Yet thanks to a provincial program started five 
years ago, criminals are now paying their communi¬ 
ties back in ever-greater amounts. 

The Victims Restitution and Compensation 
Payment Act allows the government to ask the 

- court for civil orders forfeit- 

—ing property acquired illegally 
\ and property used to carry 

out illegal acts. 

Property can include all 
types of assets, including real 
estate, vehicles and cash, 
while illegal acts can include 
Criminal Code and Controlled 
Drugs and Substance Act 
offences. 

“This legislation is effective 
in allowing police agencies 
across Alberta to target dan¬ 
gerous property for removal 
from our communities, such 
as vehicles used to commit crime or homes used 
to grow marijuana,” said Justice Minister Jonathan 
Denis. 

“There is no easy answers when it comes to crime 
and safety, but Alberta is committed to putting mean¬ 
ingful changes in place." 

The province recently released an update on the 
program - and the results show just how lucrative 
crime can sometimes be. 

Over the past five years, more than $25 million in 
cash and property has been taken from criminals 
under the program, property that includes more than 
250 vehicles, as well as 20 residential homes used for 
marijuana grow operations. 

Money received from the sale of the property has, 
in turn, been used to fund many victim support pro¬ 
grams, including prevention projects for youths at 
risk of criminal activities and gang involvement, and 
the funding of women’s shelters across rural Alberta. 

“The proceeds of crime are doing some good by 
directly compensating Albertans most affected by 
crime and providing the funding for crime prevention 
projects in Alberta,” said Minister Denis. 

With Alberta’s government facing many funding 
shortfalls these days, it's nice to see criminals help¬ 
ing to cover some of the costs by giving up their ill- 
gotten property and cash. 

After five years in operation it is obvious the 
Victims Restitution and Compensation Payment Act 
is doing what it is meant to do. 

With the success of the program in mind, perhaps 
it’s time for the prov incial government to go one step 
further and start sidling off the seized vehicles of 
convicted drunk drivers. 

With thousands of impaired cases still plaguing 
Alberta communities - costing taxpayers untold mil¬ 
lions of dollars, not to mention the many, many lives 
lost and mim'd - why not start making drunk drivers 
join their fellow criminals in paying a much higher 
price?

AHS execs get the boot

one reason why executives have 
earned their performance bonus¬ 
es. But what are we rewarding 
here? 

If I know I receive a bonus for 
under spending my budget, the 
rational course of action is to put 
more money in my budget than I 
will need. And delaying or other¬ 
wise sabotaging important projects 
which negatively impact my bud¬ 
get, such as opening a new hospital 
or improving access, will also yield 
personal performance rewards. Pay 
at risk or pay for performance only 
produces endless organizational 
game playing conducted at the 
expense of customers. 

This destructive game playing at 
AHS was highlighted in The Decline 
of Health Services in Alberta pub¬ 
lished over two years ago. The 
international peer-reviewed jour¬ 
nal, Leadership in Health Seivices, 
announced that its upcoming issue 
will feature publication of a version 
of this paper, using AUS as a case 
study and model for the world as 
to how not to nm a health-care 
system. Hopefully, others can leant 
from our mistakes.

few at the top could care less. 

Besides, AHS and the number 
emnehers at the Health Quality 
Council of Alberta (HQCA) are far 
too busy pumping out phony cus¬ 
tomer satisfaction surveys to con¬ 
vince the public that everything is 
spiffy, thank you very much. The 
minister may be playing politics, 
but at least he’s hearing the voice 
of the customer. 

Reducing wait times has been 
the priority for the ministry for 
close to a decade, and for AHS 
since its inception. But there has 
been no progress on reducing 
wait times. None. No business - 
and no board - deserves to survive 
having demonstrated such a com¬ 
plete inability to satisfy customer 
requirements. 

This raises an important ques¬ 
tion. How is it that senior execu¬ 
tives at AHS could qualify for 
bonuses in meeting their perfor¬ 
mance targets, even as AHS itself 
fails to meet any of its own?

Last Wednesday, Alberta Health 
and Wellness Minister Fred 
Home fired the board of Alberta 
Health Services (AHS), including 
the newly-appointed chair, and 
presumed saviour of the system, 
Stephen Lockwood. 

The straw that broke the cant- 
el’s back this time was pay-at- 
risk compensation payments to 
executives. Pay-at-risk is the new 
politically-correct term for perfor¬ 
mance bonuses. 

The board wanted to pay the 
bonuses because AHS managers 
had met their performance targets. 

The minister, however, want¬ 
ed the board to reconsider the 
bonuses because he considered 
them out of step with: the eco¬ 
nomic times, the large provincial 
deficit, and most importantly, the 
expectations of Albertans.

the water away from the 
foundation of your home 
to avoid flooding. 

Properly functioning 
eavest roughs are critical 
to do this effectively. 

Rain barrels catching 
water are only sufficient 
until they fill up, then 
the water overflows and 
sits along your basement 
wall, which is very risky. 

Make sure that your 
water barrels have an 
overflow hose that 
drains the excess water 
well away from your 
house foundation. 

Residents need to be 
aware that any stormwa¬ 
ter cannot be directed 
onto adjacent proper¬ 
ties. It must drain from 
your property onto a 
laneway or street. 

My second suggestion 
would be to make sure 
that if you have a sump 
pump, ensure that it is 
working properly and 


that it is pumping the 
water outside and away 
from your house. 

You are not allowed to 
pump your sump pump 
water directly into your 
sewer - it must go out¬ 
side your home so that it 
can drain into the storm¬ 
water system. 

If everyone were to 
pump sump waters into 
the sewer, then the sys¬ 
tem would end up over- 
stressed - especially in a 
high rainfall event - and 
that could cause sewer 
backups throughout the 
system - something that 
no one wants. 

That is why it is critical 
that all residents make 
sure their sump pumps 
are pumping the waters 
outside of their resi¬ 
dence. 

Unfortunately, due to 
the age of some of the 
sewer infrastructure in 
most towns, when we 


have high rainfall events 
there is a lot of rain¬ 
water that infiltrates the 
sewage pipelines. These 
waters either enter the 
pipes through cracks 
in the lines or through 
the manholes at ground 
level, when they are 
inundated with excess 
water flows that the 
stormwater system can’t 
clear away fast enough. 

This leads to another 
point, which is checking 
to see if the sewer line in 
your house has a proper¬ 
ly functioning backflow 
preventer valve. If one 
is not present, you may 
want to check into what 
it will cost to have one 
installed to prevent any 
future potential sewer 
backups into your base¬ 
ment. 

Residents may want to 
contact their insurance 
agent to confirm what, 
if any, kind of flooding 
insurance you have on 
your home. Some poli¬ 
cies cover you for sewer 
backup and others don’t, 
and a lot of policies don’t 
cover you if it is water 
leaking in from outside 
the home, so make sure 
you have the appropriate 
coverage. 

Another question I 
get that stems from the 
recent high rainfall is 
about the quality, of the 
drinking water we get 
from the treatment plant 
in Innisfail. 

High rainfall increases 
the river flow dramati¬ 
cally, which chums up 
sand, silt and gravel that 
cause problems for the 
plant. 

These plants are 
designed and managed 
to handle these events 
to ensure that the qual¬ 
ity of the water that we 
receive is not compro¬ 
mised in any way. 

At times there may 
be a stronger chlorine 
odour than normal and 
that is due to additional 
treatment to ensure the 
quality of the water. 

This usually happens 
in the spring and early 
summer, during high- 
water events. 

I hope this is helpful 
information for some of 
you.

Police received a com¬ 
plaint of attempt ed fraud 
last week between June 
5 and June 10, according 
to Cpl.

that it was a fraud, pre¬ 
venting her from los¬ 
ing her money," said 
Wright. 

“There are many dif¬ 
ferent variations of the 
fraud, and it can be 
received through email, 
text, phone, fax - just 
about any form of com¬ 
munication.” 

He encouraged resi¬ 
dents to always call 
police before releasing 
money to a third party, 
especially when some¬ 
thing sounds too good to 
be true.
